First-time . voters will have

Ritterer re- 
searched the legal description enclosed in 
the letters sent to the Vaughn Circle resi- 
dents and found that while the description 
fits the location of the proposed landfill, 
there was approximately a mile and a quar- 
ter distance between the actual sité and

Kathryn Daniels, a land management 
specialist with the Bureau of State Lands, 
said she merely sent along the legal descrip- 
tion in the letters to the Vaughn Circles. She 
said both the description and the list of 
property owners were furnished by the Solid 
Waste Authority, which had the description 
and the list drawn up by Florida Land and 
Title Co. in West Palm Beach.

NDP: answer to money woes? 


BELLE GLADE-A skeptical but 
interested group of Belle Glade 
Rotarians heard a plan Tuesday 
which could be a partial solution to 
the nation’s economic woes. 

“I've got some bad news out of 
Washington,” said Howell Allen of 
AND (Americans for the National 
Dividend), “but that's not the news 
in itself.” 

Allen said the bad news is that 
the nation is facing a major crisis 
caused by the national debt and 
commitments for the future but 
the good news is the National 
Dividend Plan (NDP). 

He quoted former Treasury 
Secretary William Simon as saying” 
that the U.S. Social: Security 
system is only good for another six 
.years unless major changes are 
made in- the immediate future, 
then quoted another source as 
saying that if things keep going as 
they now are, the average Social 
Security recipient by the year 2050 
will be drawing $34,000 a year 
while the. typical worker will be 
earning $50,000. 

Allen also took on: federal 
pensions, the national debt and 
future commitments. Between the 
three, he said the United States is 
in debt to the tune of $7.5 trillion 
while the national wfalth is worth 
only $5.7 trillion as of the begin- 
ning of last year. 

Even to fund the Social Security 
trust to the point of being 
economically feasible, he said, the 
entire gross national product 
would have to be poured into it for 
the next two years. 

The alternative Allen offered 


“was the National Dividend Pro- 


gram, a plan which would set- a 
Moratorium on uew Sec spend- 
ing programs, set a percent 
ceiling on corporate federal income 
tax, divert the federal corporate 
income tax, over a five-year phase- 
in E to the country's voters 
and eliminate double taxation on 
capital investments by.requiring a 
tax to be paid on Income by both 


the corporation and dividends 


. received from that corporation by 


the investors. 

Allen stressed that AND, head- 
quartered in West Palm Beach, 
doesn't claim the NDP is a panacea 
for all the nation’s economic 
ailments but that it could offer 
some relief for the country's 
financial problems. 

He said the plan would help the 
-individual American by providine 


an estimated $750 “dividend” to 


every voter; would spur capital. 


investment and work to deter 
inflation because the money dis- 
tributed would be “real money, not 
printing press money.” 

“The dividends would be from 
profits earned by corporations,” 


Allen stressed, “and that's money 
that is real. It wouldn't be 
inflationary.”

Operating under the attitude insurance companies are 
cornucopias of wealth to be tapped by individuals at no cost to 
other individuals, juries have awarded higher and higher 
judgments. 

Since civil trials are the bread and butter of attorneys, and 
most legislators are attorneys, it wasn’t particularly 
surprising the legislature overwhelmingly struck down 
Gunter's plan. S 

With a history of passing laws which are little more than 
*lawyer's relief’’ packages, it would have been too much to 
expect for our lawmakers to pass a law which might have 
provided real relief for the state's motorists...not when it 
might also restrict attorneys’ income. 

But we can take consolation the next time a'car plows into 
ours, and the owner of that car hasn’t been able to afford to 
pay the high rates of insurance, is within his rights by not 
being responsible. 3 
. At least we have the right'to sue him. The suit may not do 
us much good until we learn how to get blood from stones but 
we have the right to sue. 

And we've protected the right of two more attorneys to 
practice their occupation in still another argument...even if 
one or both are paid by the taxpayers.

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Insurance program is a failure ` 


by Bill Gunter 
Fla. Insurance Commissioner 


Most Floridians are confused 
about the automobile insurance 
legislation adopted by the 1977 
Florida Legislature. 

The legislation appears to have 
four major implications for Florida 
motorists. 

1. The legislation offers little or 
no hope for significant relief for 
auto liability rates. 

2.. Beacuse it eliminates 
compulsory liability coverage 
while maintaining high rates, it 
will izad to a further increase in 
motorists driving without liability 
protection. 

3. Because it freezes rates 
without dealing with the real 
causes of the high rates, it will 
make automobile insurance even 
more difficult to obtain. 

4. It does accomplish significant 
reforms in the regulatory process. 

Although the fourth item was 
needed and was a part of the 
Gunter Plan, it was only part of 
the program to solve the rate 
crisis. As Insurance Com- 
missioner, I will stringently 
enforce the new regulatory laws, 
but I don't believe this, by itself, 
will provide significant relief. 

It is disappointing that the in- 
law passed by the 
Legislature fails almost complet- 
ely to deal with the real causes of 
our auto insurance crisis — 
impossibly high rates. 

The Legislature had a fine 
opportunity to solve a serious 
problem — the high cost of auto 


insurance — in a way that would 
have helped ail insurance con- 
sumers. Unfortunately, the Legis- 


-lature was unable or unwilling to 


take advantage of that oppoortun- 
ity. 

If the Legislature had adopted 
the Gunter Plan, consumers could 
hace exnected rate relief averag- 


ing 30 per cent, without sacrificing 
liability protection. Because it did 
not, you will either have to reduce 
your liability protection or 
continue to pay high rates which 
the Insurance Department is 
powerless to prevent under 
existing law.
